The toy maker is a man of wide ex- 


perience 
in European 
toy 
making 


methods. He worked as designer and 
superintendent in factories in Germa- 
ny, France.

SPAPER! 
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PARTISAN AND PLUNDER 


An interesting article on the presi- 


dential campaign of 1884 is contributed 
to Collier's Weekly by Mel. E. Stone, 
general manager of the Associated 
Press. It might appropriately be en- 
titled "Plunder in the Name of Patrio- 
tism," for it aims not only to explain 
why so many Republicans turned their 
backs on James G. Elaine, became 
"mugwumps" and supported Grover 
Cleveland, the Democratic candidate 
for president, but to show the extent 
of corruption a political party is ca- 
pable of when, flushed with success in 
war, it is granted a long lease of pow- 
er. As Mr. Stone is described as "an 
ardent Republican," possibly his real 
object is to warn the country by means 
of a historical example against per- 
mitting the.

The Ku Klux 
manifestation and similar arts of reprisal were 
worse than vain. They mercb stimulated the 
north to renewed measures of repression. 


Later on, after the federal troops 


had been removed from the- south, the 
carpet-bag and negro governments had 
collapsed, and "patriotism" had rather 
begun to play out as a political asset, 
the party in power saw the need of 
new measures and took steps accord- 
ingly. "Thereafter.'" writes Mr. Stone, 
"there was a solid south and a solid 
north. If mis condition could be pre- 
served, the Republican party would 
still hold its control. To make sure of 
y, a close alliance was effected with 
the money power. Following the the- 
ory of Alexander Hamilton, who once 
declared he believed the safety of the 
republic depended upon corruption 
and cited the alliance which had been 
formed in England after the revolution 
of 1868. high protective tariffs were 
imposed with an unwritten but no less 
distinct understanding that in return 
for these special privileges those bene- 
fited by them.should contribute liber- 
ally to the Republican party purse. The 
presidential campaign of 1880 was no- 
toriously corrupt. The phrase "Blocks 
of Five," referring to the purchase of 
voters in Indiana in that year, has 
passed permanently into the literature 
of American politics." But after twen- 
ty years of corruption the public con- 
science rebelled, and the election of 
Cleveland in 1884 through the aid of 
Republican "mug-wumps" warned, the 
politicians that there was a limit be- 
yond which they could not go even in 


- the name of patriotism and even with

the assistance of a continuously trum- 
peted~war record. 


DISILLUSIONED

These words summarize the report 


brought back from Russia—not by a 
cxarist refugee, not by an opponent of 
Sovictism, not by a former land pro- 
prietor—but by the commission of So- 
cialist 
representatives 
from 
Italy 


which recently visited Russia to sec 
for lh«msclves what Bolshevism has 
done. 


It is not a new report—other com- 


petent observers have brought out the 
same information—but coming, as it 


does, upon the heels of the report of 
Ihe British Socialists and the German 
Socialists—all substantially agreeing 
that Soviclism & a failure in the ele- 
mentary duty of providing the popula- 
tion under its control with the common 
decencies of life—it is the more im- 
pressive. 


These German. British and Italian 


Socialists went to Russia prejudiced, if 
anything, in favor of the Russian re- 
gime. They have come back disillu- 
sioned. They still sympathize with the 
Russian Revolution; they are still op- 
posed to allied blockades and warfare 
upon Russia; they are still ready to do 
all in* their power Ito compel their own 
governments to make peace with Rus- 
sia, but they are honest enough and 
courageous enough to tell the truth 
about economic conditions in Russia, 
and to warn their fellow countrymen, 
and especially their fellow Socialists 
against trying to attain a Socialist Uto- 
pia by Bolshevistic methods. 


A FULL HOUSE 


Congress soon will face the-member- 


ship problem. This is owing to the in- 
crease in population. The present basis 
of apportionment is one representa- 
tive to even- 211.877 of population. 
The increase, if made, will give^the 
lower house 50 members more than it 
now has. 


Already is the house unwieldly. A 


few leaders transact the business, and 
by reason of this fact many districts 
arc represented by rubber stamps. A 
house, of 485 members will have an 
even larger 
proportion 
of rubber 


stamps. Also, the larger the house the 
less chance of persuading really big 
men to become members. 


The increase would be in California 


(5),.New York (4). Ohio (4). Pennsyl- 
vania (4). Michigan (4). Illinois, (3), 
Texas (3). Massachusetts (2), New Jer- 
sey (2). N. Carolina (2) and one each 
for seventeen other states. If the appor- 
tionment figure is increased there will 
be many states with fewer represen- 
tatives in the next congress, with the 
10 states enumerated having smaller 
increases than suggested above. 


There are many students of con- 


gressional work who believe a house 
of not over 200 members' would be the 
ideal 
law-making • body. ' This, 
of 


course, would mean a reduction in 
membership for at least two-thirds of 
the states. It is hardly possible that 
such -a drastic cut can be carried 
through congress, for a majority of the 
representatives would have to legislate 
their own jobs out 'of existence. 


But OQC thing is certain: Congress 


cannot go on increasing the member- 
ship with every census increase and 
continue giving the nation the best in 
legislative effort. A halt must be called 
some time. Why not now? 


AN ACCURATE INDEX 


The statistics of education show that 


in the year 1890 only 9120 teachers 
were employed in the high schools of 
the United States. Today high school 
teachers mimber more than 81,000. 


The difference between 9120 and 81,- 


000 high school teachers graphically 
measures America's material and spiri- 
tual expansion during the past gener- 
ation. 


The figures are an accurate index of 


the prosperity that is lifting more and 
more families to that stnte of middle- 
class well-being wherein the labor of 
the child is not required for the sup- 
port of the family. These figures indi- 
cate, too. a fast-growing appreciation 
on the part of parents of the value of 
education and- recalls the vanishing 
type of old-fashioned father who liked 
to say: "What was gc vi enough .for 
me. is good enough for my children." 


But, 
above all else, the statistics re- 


flect the democratic trend of ediTca- 
tional methods and programs in Amer- 
ica. 


Formerly high schools had restrict- 


ive tendencies. Their mission, large- 
ly, was to prepare a limited number of 
boys and girls to pass college entrance 
examinations. 


Today the newest high schools arc 


great workshops where hand and mind 
are 
trained 
simultaneously. 
Their 


tools arc machines as well as books. 
The machine shop instructor and the 
drejfs-making teacher rank with the 
teacher of Greek and Latin. 


It is not surprising the number of 


high school teachers has increased 800 
per cent in a generation—and still 
there arc not enough of them.

I grew up. writes a teacher, aged 32, without" see- 


ing the beautiful side of married life, always declar- 
ing to mother that I would never marry. 
I •was 


the oldest of five children and helped raise the oth- 
ers. We all have received colleg^ training, none of 
us is married, as we were trained to get our educa- 
tion after twenty and wait till some property could 
be acquired 
I now see wifehood and mother- 


hood in the holy light 
I desire this greater 


happiness 
Until this past year I refused every 


offer, because I did not feel that those who spoke 
of marriage vrere my equals in education and ad- 
vantages 


And now this teacher finds herself in « qu%ndry 


trying to decide whether to marry a man more than 
twenty years her senior and the victim of an ac- 
quired physical defect. 
She has been made to be- 


lieve that at thirty-two she is a bit too old to marry 
—yet if she marries it-will be a man twenty-three 
years older than herself. That would be unfortun- 
ate. A slight difference, say up to ten years, be- 
tween the ages of husband and wife may be insigni- 
ficant, but the wedding of July and 
October 
is 


scarcely less to be deplored than the^ joining of May 
and December.

Washington, D. C. — When one re- 


views the long succession of presiden- 
tial elections in the United States, 
considers the methods, manners and 
emotions of them, 
the types of 


men they have thrown into the high- 
est office, a few facts stand out sharp 
and unmistakable. 


It is clear, for example, that our 


Presidents have 
been of two types. 


Many of them, and perhaps most of 
them, have been commonplace poli- 
ticians, chosen by politicians largely 
because of their negative qualities. A 
few of them have been men of marked 
personality, and intellect, and these 
always seem to have arrived either 
by accident or by reason of the fact 
that their unusual qualities were not 
known. 
IS we get a President 
of 


large caliber it is not because of the 
system by which he is chosen, but in 
spite of it. 


Until the time of Andrew Jackson 


we were ruled by an aristocracy. The 
men -<vho 
won the 
Revolution and 


founded the nation did not believe in 
the capacity of the people to rule. 
They believed in a strong central gov- 
ernment, 
administered 
by men of 


brains and conscience, in the interests 
of all classes, Washington, 
Adams 


and Jefferson were notable examples 
of this type of man. They were all 
men who had personality ahd ability, 
ajid who were chosen by their peers 
for that reason. 


Jackson 
was the first of our polit- 


jtician-Prcpidents. 
He 
was nomin- 


ated by -a sort of outlaw convention 
and elected by an immense popular 
vote, to the distress and amazement 
of the old aristocratic clique. Jack- 
son, 
as it happened, was also a' man 


bf personality and brains, but he was 
a man of the people, full of personal 
and partisan prejudices and Animos- 
ities. He was the father of practical 
politics as we know it. of the 
Spoils 


System and of the political machine. 
After his death the machine he cre- 
ated fell into less able hands, other 
machines were built to combat it, and 
the merry game was on. 


The Jackson Revolution 


Jackson, 
a 
strong 
man, 
ha<? 


snatched the power away from the 
aristocratic clique, and, theoretically, 
he had put it in the hands of all the 
people. 
But pracitcally he had cre- 


ated a system by which weak and un- 
scrupulous men could wield that pow- 
er. 
Bosses and 
demagogues began 


springing up all .over the country. 
Kever great men and seldom good 
men, 
their 
one gr?at desire was to 


place in office men who were not any

man. He also aroused an opposition 
which finally destroyed his influence. 
Roosevelt, a man far lees stable and 
clear-lighted than either of the oth- 
er two, but a born leader none-the- 
less, succeeded to the Presidency by 
accident. Other cases will readily sug- 
gest themselves to the readers of this 
series. Never has & superior man been 
deliberately chosen for the Presidency 
by the political powers-that-be. 


Another fact which seems pretty 


clear is that these few superior men 
who havn slipped through the gaps 
in th'e political fence, have been large- 
ly 
responsible 
for the constructive 


measures which have kept the poli- 
tical machinery working. 
It would 


take the space of a book to consider 
this 
question adequately, and no 


doubt 
many exceptions 
would 
be 


found toi the above statement, yet it 
seems in general to be borne, oat by 
this brief Review of American politics. 
If you will consider the administra^ 
tions 
of the typical 
machine-made 


Presidents, who were chosen by the 
politicians and 
for the politicians, 


you will observe that they 
usually 


bore one of the two characters. If 
such a President is in harmony with 
his Congress, it usually proceeds to 
enact a mass of partisan legislation, 
the product ol many 
compromises 


among contending interests and with- 
out any clear direction or consistency.

administrations 
produce the 


enormous pork barrel bills for pen- 
sions arid rivers and harbors. Such
